New York, March 22.—At the trial 
of John E. Parsons and the other su gar 
tru st directors the gov ernment su s­ 
tained a defeat when it tried to hav e 
pu t in ev idence a resolu tion by which 
the company agreed to indemnify John 
E. Parsons and Henry O. Hav emey er 
for any loss they might su stain per­ 
sonally 
throu gh 
an 
action 
brou ght 
against them as indiv idu als as a resu lt 
of the Segal loan of $1.250,000 made, 
it is alleged, as the resu lt of a con­ 
spiracy to close u p Segal's riv al re­ 
finery In Philadelphia. 
It appeared from the m inu te book 
which the gov ernment 
had that a 
stockholders’ meeting at which Mr. 
Hav em ey er v oted prox ies for 548 .000 
shares and at which, according to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Wise, only a corporal's 
gu ard of stockholders besides himself 
were present, su ch a resolu tion was 
prepared for the directors to pass at a 
m eeting held immediately after the 
stockholders’ meeting. The resolu tion 
itself was not read, bu t Mr. Wise 
fou ght hard to get it before the ju ry , 
contending that it was v irtu ally an 
admission of gu ilt on the part of Mr. 
Parsons at least, Mr. H av em ey er be­ 
ing dead. 
“This man,” said Mr. Wise, refer­ 
ring to Mr. Hav emey er, “had taken 
$1,250,000 ou t of the treasu ry of his 
company , which, u nder the law, he 
had no right to take, and therefore in 
its abstraction these men committed a 
crime. This contract was in v iolation 
of the Sherman law and the company j 
nev er had appeared as a party to the j 
loan for obv iou s reas >ns. 
Throu ghou t 
the entire period these men as direc­ 
tors v iolated their corporate du ties in j 
allowing the corporation to lend mon­ 
ey in this m atter. 
They go to work 
again to perpetu ate another crime by 
u sing prox ies in this m anner withou t 
letting stockholders know what the 
prox ies were u sed for. 
The restitu ­ 
tion was not in the interests of the 
corporations, bu t in the interests of 
the indiv idu als who had done an ille­ 
gal act.” 
Jam es K. Beck said he did not want 
the statem ent to go u nchallenged that 
the action of Mr. Parsons and Mr. 
H av em ey er had been a breach of tru st. 
It had nev er been held as su ch by the 
cou rts, he said, thou gh Mr. W ise con­ 
tended that the New Jersey cou rt had 
so declared it to be. 
Ju dge Hand 
finally held that the passage of the 
indemnify ing resolu tion, thou gh made 
at a 
time when 
civ il 
su its 
were 
threatened, did not bear on the con­ 
spiracy for which the men are being 
tried. 
By his ru ling mu ch ev idence 
which the gov ernment was prepared 
to offer from the books of the com­ 
pany became barred.

Farm ing implements,

wagons, 
coal and coke also are allowed to be 
ex ported. 
There is mu ch feeling in Mex ico 
that the Ju arez racetrack is to be at­ 
tacked and that American property 
generally throu ghou t northern Mex ico 
is to he confiscated in reprisal, hu t 
officers of the rebel arm y deny this.
